Greer, Michael 


Among Walton citizens. who have distinguished themselves in 
their chosen fields is interior designer Michael Greer, who directs 
his own 125 East 56th Street New York firm. 

Born in Monroe, he is the son of the late Mr. and Mrs. J. C. 
Greer. His only brother, J. Thomas Greer, resides in Atlanta. 
Invited to Washington by the White House, to Copenhagen by 
the Queen of Denmark, to England by Lady Essendon, to Asia 
by the China-Burma India Com, to Hawaii by Matson Lines, 
and to Brazilia, new capital of Brazil, he leads the busy, demand- 
ing life he enjoys. The activity which gave him most pleasure was 
his instigation of the first project of its kind to redecorate the 
White House in American antique furniture made during the 
period of its construction. — 

Mr. Greer was chairman of the National Society of Interior 
Designers Committee which selected the furnishings for the Dip- 
lomatic Reception Room and presented these to President and 
Mrs. Eisenhower in June 1960. Subsequently, Mrs. John F. Ken- 
nedy requested that they complete the room by presenting addi- 
tional furnishings and two sets of antique wallpaper “Scenic 
America,” printed about 1835. Among other well-known clients 
have been Geraldine Page, Ethel Merman, Mary Martin, and 
Joan Fontaine. 

Michael Greer mace the first real move toward his career by 
enrolling for a correspondence course during his military service 
in World War Il. He later attended the University of North 
Carolina Graduate School, Parson’s Institute of Design, and the 
New York School of Interior Design, where he is a member of 
the faculty and the advisory council. Prior to establishing his own 
firm in December 1956, he was associated with decorator Nancy 
McCleland for 11 years. He was recalled as an air force major 
reservist during the Korean War and assigned to Greenland. 

Somewhere along his busy way, Michael Greer found time to 
write two books, “Inside Design” and “Your Future in Interior

Grier-Greer 

Jason Grier married Priscilla Lane, and 
came from Union County, South Carolina to 
Georgia. (traditional information) 

Jason Grier was a J. P. in 1817, in Putnam 
County, Georgia and was still in that county 
in 1826. High Shoals Primitive Baptist Church 
in Monroe County was organized in 1837. 
Jason Greer was first pastor. Beersheba Primi- 
tive Baptist Church at Locust Grove was estab- 
lished September 28, 1838, Jason Greer served 
as the first pastor. He and William Moseley of 
Lebanon Church formed the presbytery. 

He settled his family and lived in the Iron 
Springs Community in Butts County, on the 
road to Gile’s Ferry. His family burial plot is 
on the place of Leonard Dodson and his wife 
the former Rosa Cole, who is a descendant. 
He was deceased by 1860, but his wife, Pris- 
cilla Greer, age 73, born in South Carolina, 
was listed on census record. Among the Greer 
children were: 

Martha Greer, 1818-1896, married a Phillips. 
She lived on Hampton Road in Henry County 
and was buried at Lebanon Primitive Church 
at Hampton. Her only child was Susie Phil- 
lips, 1840-1918. 

Robert S. Greer married Dec. 11, 1845 to 
Rody Compton of Butts County. Went to 
Texas. A son, Robert Jasper’ Greer, 1850-1970, 
married Hattie McDowell of Jasper County. 
This family last resided in Monticello, Ga. 
One of the daughters, Bessie Greer, 1879-1961, 
was the second wife of William L. Elliott of 
Henry County. 

William Greer from South Carolina, mar- 
ried Rosa Ann Torbet, 1822-1906. He died 
during the Civil War. Their family remained 
in Butts County. John Marion Greer of Flo- 
villa who died in 1954, was a son. 

Thomas Jefferson Greer born Feb. 2, 1827, 
married Frances E. Cleveland, 1827-1903. He 
died during the Civil War. His remains were 
returned for interment in the Jason Greer 
family graveyard. His grave is the only one 
here marked by an inscribed monument. 

His wife, the former Frances Cleveland was 
a daughter of Allen Cleveland of Henry 
County, who lived two miles west of Mc- 
Donough on Bridges Road. Mrs. T. J. Greer 


lived and reared her children among her 
family in Henry County. The Greers who te. 
sided between McDonough and Hampton are 
of this family. The mother was buried at 
Lebanon Primitive Baptist Church in Hamp- 
ton. 

Children of T. J., and Frances C. Greer: 

Martha Rebecca Greer, 1854-1933 was the 
wife of George W. Hand, 1850-1934. There 
were eight children of this union. Loyd Jason 
Hand of McDonough was a son, 

Fannie Greer, 1858-1904, married William 
T. Bernhardt. R. P. Bernhardt of McDonough 
was a son. 

Robert Hamilton Greer 1861-1956, married 
Emma Hale. He lived and reared his family 
between McDonough and Hampton and is the 
forefather of many local Greers, 

H. Henry Greer, 1862-1g0g, married Kate 
McVicher, 1865-1922. Their home was on old 
Burnt Mill Road. Willie J. Greer of Mc 
Donough and Harry H. Greer were their chil- 
dren. 


Kimbell Family 


The first in line of the Kimbell Family 
found as an early settler of Henry County, 
was Christopher Kimbell. Census records list 
his birth in North Carolina. Christopher Kim. 
bell married on October 23, 1819 to Polly 
Waters by William Lumpkin, J. P. in Ogle- 
thorpe County, Georgia.

RINGGOLD - For 47 years, he’d 
been gone - but never forgotten. Saturday 
afternoon, the soul of Leslie Frank Greer 
again walked on friendly, familiar soil. 

They gathered on a windy, bone-cold 
hillside in the Antioch Baptist Church 
cemetery north of Forest on Saturday 
afternoon to remember an old soldier 
with the haunting words of a familiar 
hymn. - 

On a table lay Old Glory, his mother’s 

“weathered family Bible, a set of the sol- 
diet’s “dog tags” made especially for the 
occasion and his mother’s gold-framed 
photo of her son in uniform. 

Here, on this table, was all that was 
left of Frank Gteer -- save the memories 
of his brothers and sisters. 

His momma and daddy, Natie and 
Mattie Greer, had both died casting a 
daily eye toward the road in front of their 
farm home -; never giving up hope that 
their beloved son would one day walk 
back up that lonely road and come back 
into the arms of-his kin. Their bodies 
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already rest side-by-side in the Antioch 
Cemetery -- and on this day in 1997, a 
military marker preserving the name of 
their war hero son would be placed 
between them on the hillside. 

There were no remains to bury, for the 
soldier’s body was never recovered. But 
thanks to Nelda and Gary Risher and the 
rest of Greer’s survivors, his spirit was 
recovered, properly memorialized and 
given'a full military tribute Saturday at 
Antioch Cemetery. 


'. On this day, there was a moving 


memorial service, a lilting, haunting 


acapella rendition of an old hymn, the’ 


startling report of a 21-gun salute, the sad 
reverberations of “Taps” through the 
pine-lined hollows of middle Mississippi 
and the reverent presentation of a folded, 
tri-cornered U.S. Flag by a serviceman 
in a crisp uniform to a grieving next-of- 
kin. 

And there, in the midst of those abid- 
ing symbols of remembrance for a veter- 
an, about 50 of us shed some long over+ 
due tears for a Mississippi country boy 
who gave his life for his country almost 
a half-century ago near a winding, nar- 
row river in what would become South 
Korea. 

His sister remembered Leslie Frank 
Greer as a 19-year-old boy of medium 
build and height with reddish brown hair 
and a ready smile. Like most rural 
teenagers of his generation, he was 
familiar with cotton chopping and cotton 
picking on the family farm. 

‘He was one of 11 children in the

Greer family. In the community, Frank 
Greer was known as a member of the 
Ringgold High School state champi- 
onship basketball team and as a commit- 
ted Christian. 

Frank Greer shipped out for Korea in 
October 1949 -- and family members 
recalled last week that their final memo- 
ry of him on the day he left his family’s 
home in the Ephesus community in Scott 
County was of Frank singing the old 
hymn “Precious Memories.” 

Greer never came home again. He 
was reported missing-in-action on Sept. 
1, 1950, near the Naktong River in the 
vicinity. of Yong-San in what became 
South Korea near the 36th parallel. 

The soldier's mother, Mrs. Mattie 
Greer, received the following! telegram 
on Sept. 19, 1950: “The Secretary of the 
Army has asked me to express his deep 
regret that your son, PFC. Leslie F. 
Greer, has been missing in action in 
Korea since September 1, 1950. Upon 
receipt of further information in this 
office, you will be advised immediately.” 

In a subsequent letter one year later, 
U.S. Army Major General William E. 
Bergin wrote to Mrs. Greer with these 
scant details: “(Frank’s) compaiiy’s 
defense positions were attacked and 
overrun by the enemy near the Naktong 
River. After the withdrawal, he could not 
be located.” 

He was promoted during three years 
in MIA status to thé rank of corporal. But 
on Dec. .31, 1953, the U.S. Army 
declared Cpl. Greer “MIA and presumed

dead.” 

Frank’s last letter to his mother was 
dated Aug. 12, 1950, some three weeks 
before his death. The greeting was sim- 
ply: “Dear Home Folks,...” In the letter, 
Greer told his family that his platoon had 
been sepatated from the company for 
several days. 

Most telling was his inquiries about 
home and the farm: “I’m lying out on the 
ground writing on my pack now so I 
hope you can read this letter. Sorry I 
haven't written sooner, but nine of us got 
lost from our company and just got back 
to them this morning about dinner time. 

“Well, Mother, I suppose that the cot- 
ton is about ready to start picking. The 
cotton over here is just blooming good, 


‘That is the difference in the crops here 


and there...”. He signed the letter: “Love, 
Frank.” 

Greer’s survivors, sisters Nelda 
Risher and Hazel Squires of Forest, 
Helen Russell of Hillsboro, and brothers 
Mack Greer and Billy Joe Greer of 
Forest, were present for the: ceremony. 
His nephew, Rev. Robin Risher of 
Morgan’s Chapel, delivered the eulogy. 

Other speakers included D.W. Saxton 
of the Gulf Coast and Alva Boykin of 
Forest.-Mack Greer said: “Mom and Dad 
never gave up. They thought -he’d be 
coming home any day.” 

And just before Veteran’s Day, 1997, 
come home he did -- in the hearts of his 
kin. And it was, like the song, a precious 
memory for all who witnessed it.
